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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 



The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1 and 5 to 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over English abstract of Japanese patent 1-7050. 

The English abstract of JP'050 discloses a process for hardening a high carbon 
steel (0.55 to 0.70% C) roller by preheating throughout its whole body to 100 to 600C 
(overlaps applicant's temperature range above the Ms temperature) followed by rapidly 
heating only its surface to a temperature greater than the A3 point, then it is hardened 
by means of quenching to the preheating temperature to form martensite or bainite. 
Even though martensite and/or bainite are not specifically disclosed, such would be 
suggested on page 3, column 1 wherein specific examples have hardness values 
ranging from 47 to 55Hs which is the typical hardness for martensite and bainite. 
Moreover, in view of the figure shown in the abstract, rollerl is progressively heated 
circumferentially by heating element 4. 

Moreover, even though a race recited in claim 6 is not taught, such would not be 
a patentable distinction. Note that JP'050 is a general hardening method for steel 
articles having a circumferential surface, which would include a race. 



Allowable Subject Matter

Claims 2-4 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claims 9 to 18 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The art of record does not teach or fairly suggest the process for hardening a 
circumferential surface on a steel article, as claimed, wherein the article is heated to 
above the Ms temperature followed by heating the article along at least one small area 
of the circumferential surface to a temperature that transforms the steel and 
immediately below the surface into austenite and progressively heating the article along 
its circumferential surface and immediately below until the article for the full 
circumference of the surface possesses at least some austenitic microstructure, and 
quenching the ring to a temperature below the Ms temperature wherein the 
transformation into martensite occurs.
